The Prime Minister 
has just announced that we have 
made a treméndeug reduction in 
the Floating Debt, and, what is 
more, that all our Foreign Debts 
have been paid with the exception 
of what we owe to the United 
States. Those are _ wonderful 
achievements, tegarding which 
we have -the right to fee] a cer- 
tain measure of pride. Obvious- 
ly these results could not have 
been attained without the making 
of big sacrifices, and in ‘this re- 
spect the people at Home have 
had to “bear a heavy burden. 
Taxation has risen to undreamt- 
of limits, not only in; the case of 
individuals but also of business 
concerns, That is a legacy. left 
us by the war, which cost the 
nation not only a huge.toll in 
precious lives but burdened the 
people with enormous impoats. 
True there has been some relief 
granted recently by a reduction 
in the Income Tax, but taxation 


ja stil! extremely high, and we 


may be certain that for very 
many.years the effects of the war 
will continue to be felt, 

Any consideration of Britain's 
financial position naturally
